Day of Spring and Daylight 

Officially, spring will not arrive 
until tomorrow, but the robin that 
Robert Hess, of Channel Lake, saw 
Tuesday didn't know it. 

Perhaps he was puzzled by the 
same fact that has many others of 
this locality guessing. 

The vernal equinox is on March 
21, but on Monday of this week the 
days and nights were equal accord- 
ing to sunrise and sunset data given 
out by, the weather department. 

The explanation is that the time 
is based on the first light rays of 
the sun as it appears above the hori- 
zon and the last rays as the sun 
sets. That doesn't account for the 
width of the sun passing the hori- 
zon as does the calendar caculations, 
so there is a difference of several 
minutes between the time the edge 
of the sun peeps over the eastern 
curvature of the earth and the time" 
the center of the sun is seen. This 
Is likewise duplicated at night.

That thc Antioch Township High 
school board might not have to-buy 
three new buses at thc outset but 
might lease two of them from public 
utility companies thc first year or 
two to lessen thc burden of expense 
at the outset, Prin. T. R. Birkhead 
said this week referring to the re- 
ferendum March 2D on the high 
school transportation problem. 

Birkhead said that a plan might bc 
worked out whereby buses could bc 
leased in thc winter lime which is 
the slack season for bus companies in 
this area and that one or even two 
might bc bought at thc outset. 

It is estimated that three buses car- 
rying 30 pupils each would have to 
make two round trips daily in carry- 
ing the 170 students to and from 
school. That would mean about 10,- 
000 miles of driving throughout the 
school year based on 70 miles of 
travel . for each . bus . a day. ^ "■-. . 

The cost of -transportation for each 
pupil would bc about $40 a year, ac- 
cording to figures prepared last fall, 
showing that the total cost would be 
$6,800 if the school's own buses were 
to be operated. The state will pay 
up to 520 a pupil, cutting this total 
in half. 

Last fall when thc transportation 

problem was considered, thc school 

board estimated thc cost of three 

I buses at $10,000, thc garage and 

j equipment at $7,000, gasoline and oil 

I $1,000 and comosation for drivers 

S2.400. This would make a total of 

$20,400, but it is now believed the 

■ cost would greatly exceed this 

{ amount. 

School board members reminded 
j the voters that thc referendum seek- 
ing to increase thc school tax from 
j five mills to five and one-half mills 
is purely to bear the cost of transpor- 
tation and nothing else. If the total 
amount is not needed, it will not bc

The union labor 
movement thrived. Today the worker is protected in 
every conceivable way from employer coercion, ex- 
ploitation and domination. 

But a new exploiter has arisen — organized labor 
itself. The unions, through the closed shop, hold the 
power of life and death over the individual worker. 
He must pay tribute, whether he desires membership 
or not, or starve, so far as working at his trade is con- 
cerned. If a union member offends the labor bosses, 
he may be suspended or discharged — and again, he has 
the right to starve. And the law actually protects the 
union in their right to perpetuate and extend this form 
of tyranny over labor.

No 
unprejudiced person can find a sound argument for 
socialized medicine here .
